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Former President Requested 


‘to Tell One-Man Grand 
Jury What He Knows 


‘HIS APPEARANCE 


NOT COMPULSORY 


Story, Digressing to At- 
tack Mellon Income Tax 


Rebate Policy.

DETROIT, Mich, Aug. 22.—Of- 
ficials of the one-man Detroit bank 
jury today dispatched a letter to 
former President Herbert Hoover, 
asking him to appear as a witness 
before the jury investigating the 
closing of two National banks here. 
A decision “as soon as possible” 
was asked of the former President. 

Under instructions of Judge Har- 
ry B. Keidan, sitting as a jury to 
investigate the closing of the First 
National Bank-Detroit, the coun- 
try’s largest closed bank, and the 
Guardian National Bank of Com- 
merce, Prosecutor Harry 8S. Toy 
sent the letter to the former Pres- 
ident, in Palo Alto, Cal. 

What the Letter Says. 

The letter stated that officials 
of the jury desired his testimony 
“concerning the attitude of the Ad- 
ministrative agencies and Federal 
Government toward the two closed 
Detroit National banks prior to 
March 4, 1933.” 

It stated that the opinion of of- 
ficials was that Hoover had in his 
possession “certain facts which 
might render your testimony 4s a 
witness highly significant and es- 
sential to a thorough an true pres- 
entation of the reasons underlying 
the closing of the Detroit banks.” 

Senator James Couzens (Rep.) 
Michigan, yesterday suggested that 
the jury ask Hoover to come here 
for testimony. Previously the Sen- 
ator had deciared that the Govern- 
ment knew of “bad practices” in 
the two closed banks in May, 1932, 
nearly a year before they closed, 
but that only a small write-down 
of losses was required then because 
“it was a political year, and the 
powers that be were not anxious 
to start an epidemic of bank clos- 
ings.” 

Hoover On Fishing Trip. 

Word from Palo Alto was that. 
Hoover was on a fishing trip and 
might not be reached for a day or 
two. 

Possibility that Hoover would 
be asked to testify before the jury 
was broached several weeks ago, 
when Judge Keidan disclosed the 
former President had been “ap- 
proached” as to his inclination to 
testify. Whether er not deposi- 
tions would be taken California or 
Hoover would be asked to come 
here, were not decided at that time. 
In the letter today, however, the 
President was asked to comé to 
Detroit. ; 

Attorneys said the request to the 
former President would have no 
legal force, and that Hoover was 
“at perfect liberty” te decline if 
he wished. 

Couzens Continues Story. 

Meanwhile Senator Couzens today 
continued before the jury his recit- 
al of the “inside story” of the local 
bank collapse, declaring “an at- 
tempt to make millions, without 
really earning them, by a consoli- 
dation and pyramiding of banks, 
without the depositors’ consent” led 
to the difficulties. The general 
cause, he said, was the nation-wide 
depression which caused an unpre- 
cedented shrinkage in banking val- 
ues, but he declared that had the 
two national banks been “properly 
managed,’ they would not have 
closed. 

The Senator digressed to declare 
his objections to the administration 
of Andrew W. Mellon, former Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Department, 
“would take volumes to relate,” but 
mentioned one particular objection, 
which, he said, was “the system of 
income tax rebates.” 

“I didn't object so much to the in- 
dividuals who got rebates, but to 
the lack of uniformity in the In- 
ternal Revenue Department's inter- 
pretations of the law,” he said. 
“First they would interpret it one 
way and then the opposite way, to 
suit themselves. 

“Both political parties have favor- 
ites and do not enforce the law with 
equal justice. A man with money 
has too much power, when he 
should have less than the man who 
— his living by the sweat of his 
row.” 


On the stand yesterday Couzens 
read what he said were reports of 
Federal bank ers detailing 
“bad practices” in the 
tional.

judgment. If the bank had closed 
in May, 1932, I don’t know if the 
depositors would have gotten more 
or less than from the closing when 
it did come.” 

Reading from the reports a 
statement concerning $4,000,000 in 
loans to employes of the bank, of 
which it was stated “$2,000,000 al- 
ready is a loss and more will be 
later,” the Senator quoted the ex- 
aminer’s November (1932) report as 
follows: 

“*Most of these loans were for the 
purchase of Detroit Bankers’ Co. 
stock (the holding company). The 
fall in this stock has.broken the 
morale of the employes and created 
defalcation dangers. The directors 
should relieve the employes of this 
stock. The stock has fallen from 
more than $300 a share to $9 and 
is the root of much of the trouble. 
The bank has about 256,000 shares 
as collateral for leans. It was a 
dangerous act to allow such a con- 
dition to exist.’” 

“Pair Weather Bankers.” 

In a further reading of Federal 
reports, the Senator quoted bank 
examiners as referring to “deplor- 
able conditions of the bank’s assets 
and management.” The statement 
declared that “with two or three 
exceptions, the executives are weak 
and unqualified; fair weather bank- 
ers, who do not know how to cope 
with present conditions. About 20 
key mén should be fired and re- 
placed with 12 new men.” 

The reports to the directors of 
the bank, the Senator said, appar- 
ently were taken up only with the 
Executive Committee of the board, 
as he reported several directors had 
told him they never saw the report. 

“Should the directors not have 
been told,” asked Prosecutor Toy. 

“If all 74 directors had known of 
this, there probably would have 
been some smart money withdraw- 
als,” declared the Senator. 

Couzens, reiterating his denun- 
ciation made in previous testimony 
of an “orgy of consolidations and 
pyramiding of assets,” continued 
criticism of Wilson W. Mills, for- 
mer chairman of the board of the 
First National., Mills, he said, 
“knew the report of the bank’s 
earnings given to the depositors was 
false, in that accruals were added 
to earnings whether they were ever 
collected or not.” He read before 
the jury the account of transactions 
by the bank involving a score of 
prominent Detroiters, although he 
did not mentic: them by name. 
Loans were mentioned, the 
amounts, and the prospective 
amount of loss as well. 

Asks That Hoover Be Invited. 

During the listing of unnamed 
persons who, the Senator said, ob- 
tained loans from the bank and 
would be unable to pay those loans, 
the Sen- -r digressed to remark: 

“I am very much interested in 
this gentleman (he diu not give 
the man’s name) because it is al- 
leged that, and been reported by, 
him that Mr. Herbert Hoover says 
I am a dangerous man and the 
public should be warned about it. 

“At this particular time I want to 
urge the Attorney-General and the 
prosecutor to invite Mr. Hoover to 
come here and tell what a bad man 
I am, and that will give me an op- 
portunity to explain to the jury 
just why I am such a bad man.” 

Couzens read examiners’ reports 
concerning the Guardian National 
Bank of Commerce. He quoted the 
Federal examiner as saying that 
40 per cent of the Guardian Nation- 
al’s capital was invested in real es- 
tate, “with mortgages being fcre- 
closed every day,” over 30 per cent 
of the deposits, the report states, 
were in 11 accounts. The report 
continued that “while this might 
prove a sdurcé of streng:h, partieu- 
larly if the Ford (Henry Ford) bal- 
ance can be held, other depositors 
might hot prove so friendly.”

depression. He added that the act 
did not need “Czarism” to admin- 
ister it. 

He said those who did not co- 
operate not only were hitting their 
fellows, but were helping to per- 
petuate the depression. In enforc- 
ing compliance with the Blue Ea- 
gle provisions, Johnson asserted 
that there would be no violence, no 
man hunting and no _ boycotting. 
But, he said, the administration 
would move to uncover cheaters 
behind the Blue Eagle and then 
“we are going to move in and take 
the B-ue Eagle right off their win- 
dows.” 


Co-operation Stressed. 


“You can't execute a great na- 
tional law like this on  ballyhoo 
and hooey,” Johnson said. “The 
purpose now is to try to get as 
wide a measure of co-operation as 
possible. After that has been done 
—and it is almost over now—then 
we are going to see to those who 
are doing the cheating. 

“The purpose of this act is 
enable all trades and industries 
rid themselves of those chisseling 
practices which have been run- 
ning through your industries. You 
can decree that ruthless competi- 
tion and price-cutting is to go. , 

“That, you may be sure, doesn’t 
mean that the Government is in 
business.” 

First Trade Hearing. 

In opening the hearing, Deputy 
Administrator A. D. Whiteside said: 

“This is the first public hearing 
on trade, as distinguished from in- 
dustry, which has ever been held 
in the United States. 

“The decision which will be made 
as a result of this hearing will af- 
fect not only the 429,121 storekeep- 
ers whose investment is less than 
$500, and whose stores are the cen- 
ters of the community life in 
thousands of villages, but those 
great department stores which are 
cities within themselves in metro- 
politan centers. 

“All told, 1,499,720 retail con- 
cerns and more than _ 5,000,000 
wage earners will be directly or 
indirectly affected as the result of 
this inquiry. 

“We open this hearing with the 
full consciousness of tHe fact that 
the code or codes for the retail 
trade which will ultimately be ap- 
proved will have a profound effect 
upon the economic and social life 
of every man, woman and child in 
the United States.” : 

Changes in Code Suggested. 

Lew Hahn, president of the Na- 
tional Retail Dry Goods Associa- 
tion, read the provisions of the re- 
tail code and told Whiteside that 
about 3000 dry goods stores were 
represented in his organization. He

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Kansas Governor Notifies 
Comptroller of Currency

TOPEKA, Kan., Aug. 22.—Gov. 
Alf M. Landon served notice today 
on the Federal Comptroller of Cur- 
rency that a national bank examin- 
er “apparently” had “participated 
in a transaction” under which $150,- 
000 in forged municipal bonds were 
removed from among the assets of 
the National Bank of Topeka and 
replaced by a like amount of State 
of Kansas funds. 

The allegation, latest develop- 
ment in the investigation into the 
alleged Kansas million-dollar mu- 
nicipal bond swindle, was made by 
the Governor in a letter addressed 


to the Comptroller. 
The examiner was identified by 


the Governor only as a “Mr. Alle,” 


|| who was said to have become aware 


of the presence of the forged bonds 
among the bank’s assets in the 
course of an examination as of 
June 21. | 

“The failure of your department 
to communicate this information to 
the state authorities,” Gov. Landon 
said in his letter, “permitted the 
continuance of fraudulent transac- 
tions for the interim between the 
time your department became pos- 
sessed of this knowledge and the 
time of Mr. Finney's (Ronald Fin- 
ney, charged with uttering forged 
bonds) arrest,.during which time 
over $300,000 afiditional forged 
bonds were sold to other parties, 
including the $150,000 which your 
bank examiner permitted to go out 


‘of the bank.” 


Discovery of an additional “small 
amount” of bords which have been

Landon indicated the amount of 
the bonds brought “under suspl- 
cion” was less than $100,000. 


Says Examiner Did Not Know 
Bonds Weare Forged. 
By the assccizted Fress. 

KANSAS CITY, Aug. 22.—F. A. 
Rees, National bank examiner, said 
today that E. F. Allen did not be- 
come aware that forged bonds 
were in possession of the National 
Bank of Topeka during an exam- 
ination of that institution, as 
charged in a letter from Gov. Lan- 
don to the Comptroller of Cyrren- 


“The department merely discov- 
ered that the bonds in question 
were listed as the property of the 
School Land Commission and thus 
their presence among the bank's 
securitiés suggested the possibility 
of some mis-application of the se- 
curities,” said Rees. 

“A report of this was made to 
the District Attorney for investi- 
gation to discover if ther had been 
any violation of the National bank- 
ing laws. It is not customary and I 
am not aware that it is part of 
our duties to make a report of such 
a situation to state authorities.” 

Examiner Allen was reported to 
be in Denver.

Figures on Re-employment. 

David Friday, economist for the 
National Retail Dry Goods Associa- 
tion, estimated that the proposed 
44-hour week for selling and non- 
selling employes and the 48-hour 
week for maintenance employes 
would re-employ all of those dis- 
missed since 1929 by those firms 
which are still in business. He said 
a 40-hour week would be necessary 
to absorb those employes who lost 
their jobs as a result of the failure 
of their employers.

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Senator Dickinson Declares —_ 


Government Won’t Be Tolerated as 
’. Umpire in Economic Disputes 


Republican Says It’s About Time for 
Business to Return to Old Chan- 
nels of Activity.

CHICAGO, Aug. 22.—As an um- 
pire in economic disputes, the Gov- 
ernment will be either “politely ig- 
nored or driven from the field by 


a pop-bottle barrage of conflict of 
interest,” Senator L. J. Dickinson 
of Iowa said today. 

Senator Dickinson, keynote speak- 
er of the last Republican national 
convention, addressed a luncheon 
group at the Midland Club, com- 
menting upon thc Government's 
economic program. 

“The present administration in 
Washington is definitely committed 
to a policy of definite centralized 
Government control,” Dickinson 
said. - ie 

Open criticism would soon ap- 
pear against the general program 
of Government direction of private 
enterprises, he said. 

“Soon it will be claimed that re- 
covery in industry will be more 
certain and business more staple if 
permitted to return to its old chan- 
nels of activity,” Dickinson said. 
“Tt is my belief that the best busi- 
ness minds are of that opinion 
now.” 

The ultimate cost of the economic 
program, he said, would be borne 
by the public, in the form of new 
and increased taxes. 

“All Government assistance in 
both business and finance can be 
only temporary,” he _ asserted. 
“That our Government can con- 
tinue to borrow large sums of 
money to finance banks, railroads, 
public buildings, river improve- 
ments, etc., is erroneous. To date, 
the record for repayment is not en- 
couraging.” 

Dickinson then reviewed the 
Government's expenditures to aid 
the nation’s business and said 
expected income was not adequate 
to meet them. 

“When we realize that the Fed-

eral administration of public works 
is just commenced; and that the

ing only in a limited way; and that 
the expense of the agricultural re- 
lief act will not be met until large 
appropriations are made to pay 
rentals on land, we can,” Dickin- 
son ‘said, “see the danger signal 
ahead so far as Government 
finances are concerned.” 

Declaring that “we should ap- 
proach further charges against the 
public treasury with caution,” 
Dickinson added: 3 

“Such expenditures clearly em- 
pjhasize that, with all the economy 
possible in public expenditures, ad- 
ditional taxes must be found to 
provide the necessary funds to run 
the Government.” 

People were in a frame of mind 
to give every remedy a fair trial, 
he said, cautioning that “ballyhoo,” 
exemplified through such terms as 
“iron heel” and “big stick” should 
not be allowed to: place on the pro- 
gram a dictatorial stigma. 

Dickinson said that currency 
stabilization was an “all-impor- 
tant factor” in the success of the 
program. 

“Our tariff schedules.are all de- 
pendent upon a stable money,” he 
s#id, “Creating a market for our 
own produce without barring im- 
ports from absorbing such market 
would be folly. This is merely sug- 
gestive of the many complications 
growing out of the present crisis. 
Tariff bargaining seems to have 
been forgotten. 

“Have we not sufficient compli- 
cations growing out of world con- 
ditions, and sufficient conflict of 
interest in domestic affairs, so that 
the Government as an umpire in 
many economic disputes will be 
either politely ignored or driven 
from the field by a pop bottle bar- 
rage of conflict of interests?”

Advisory Board Acts. 

The Cabinet Advisory Board of 
the Recovery Administration has 
decided as a step to protect the 
public against profiteering to re- 
quest all industries now operating 
under codes to submit information 
on recent price increases. 

In addition, at the suggestion of 
the newly created Central Statis- 
tical Board of the Government, 
each code approved in the future 
would include provisions requiring 
the submission of such statistical 
information as may be necessary. 

This decision marked the first of 
the long-planned moves by Admin- 
istrator Johnson to keep track of 
rising prices and prevent them 
from soaring upward faster than 
the purchasing power of the na- 
tion can be stimulated. This, the 
administrator contends, would be 
fatal to the program since buying 
ability insufficient to consume the 
fruits of industry has been one of 
the underlying causes of the de- 
pression. 

Ignores Ogburn’s Suggestion, 

In seeking these statistics con- 
cerning rising prices, the Advisory 
Board followed the course mapped 
by Johnson in proposing the Cen- 
tral Statistical Board. At the same 
time it ignored recommendations 
of Prof. William F. Ogburn, re- 
signed member of the NRA’s Con- 
sumers’ Advisory Board, that a 
separate statistical agency be 
created to watch prices. 

Under the resolution of the 
board, the administrator would 
not inaugurate a reporting service 
which calls for duplication of in- 
formation already collected by 
other agencies of the Federal Gov- 
ernment. 

Attorney-General Cummings, who 
presided at the meeting, said sev- 
eral instances of “unconscionable 
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increases” in prices had been re- 
ported. 

A modified re-employment agree- 
ment for the office building indus- 
try would add 8000 employes to the 
100,000 already employed in that 
business, the administration an- 
nounces. The agreement calls for 
minimum. wages of from $13 a 
week to $15, with a $1 differential 
between the North and the South. 
The agreement was expected to in- 
crease the industry’s annual pay- 
roll by $9,800,000. 

Modified agreements calling for 
shorter working hours and in- 
creased minimum wages also were 
approved for these industries: Rib- 
bon and notion novelties, corn mill- 
ing, dry colors, bank note, indus- 
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trial supplies and machinery, ferti- 
lizer, wholesale dry goods, drapery 
and upholstery and trimmings, die 
casting manufacturers, cane sugar 
refining, automotive parts and 


equipment and laundries. 


New Bureau on Protection. 

A new division was set up infor- 
mally today to handle the increas- 
ing. number of requests by code- 
signing manufacturers for tariff 
and embargo protection against 
cheap foreign imports. 

Franklin O. Billings, formerly as- 
sistant director of valuations in the 
New York Customs office, was put 
in charge of the work. He will 
study the manufacturers’ applica- 
tions made under a section of the 
industrial control law providing 
for the protection to those who in- 
crease their own costs in conform- 
ity’ with the recovery objective. 

Under the tariff section. of the 
industrial law, President Roosevelt 
is authorized to have the tariff 
commission, either on his own mo- 
tion or on request from either a 
trade or labor organization, investi- 
gate whether foreign articles are 
imported in quantities or at prices 
seriously endangering the mainte- 
hance of any code. Should the 
finding, after public hearing, be 
that the importations are harmful, 
he may limit the quantity of spéci- 
fied imports or forbid their entry 
altogether, importers being required 
to take out licenses from the Trea- 
sury. :

RETAIL LUMBER MIEN 
IN-TANGLE OVER CODE 


Controversy Over Wages Fol- 
lows Promulgation of Pro- 
cers’ Agreement.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22,—Efforts 
of NRA officials to obtain a satis- 
factory code of fair practice from 
the retai itumber and building ma- 
terial industry have been plunged 
into confusion, it is learned today, 
by the promulgation of the code 
approved for the Lumber Pro- 
ducers. 

The controversy is mainly over 
wages. Labor advisers negotiating 
with the retail men said today the 
prospects were favorable for ob- 
taining a code / with a minimum 
wage of 30 cents an hour until the 
Lumber Producers’. code, providing 
for a minimum of 23 cents an hour 
was adopted immediately, it was 
stated, thé retailers said they would 
not pay a minimum higher thafi 23 
cents an hour, and thus far have 
refused to budge. A labor adviser 
said this afternoon, after a series 
of conferences, that it looked as if 
NRA would be unable to get the re- 
tail men to go higher than 25 cents. 

That rate would apply to Negro 
labor in the South. The industry 
normally does a gross business of 
about $2,000,000,000 a year. 


10,000 PROCTER & GAMBLE 
EMPLOYES GET 10 PCT. RISE 


Soap Company Increases Hourly 
Wage Paid Workers, Retroactive 
to Aug. 1. 
CINCINNATI, Aug. 22—The 
Procter & Gamble Co. today an- 
nounced an increase of 10 per cent, 
retroactive to Aug. 1, in the hourly 
wage paid employes in its plants 
throughout. the country.

Funeral services were held this 
morning for Police Capt. Frank 
Nally, who died Saturday of heart 
disease. Mayor Dickmann, the 
Board of Police Commissioners, 
Chief of Police Gerk and most of 
the department’s ranking officers

About 300 persons were gathered 
at the Cullinane Brothers’ under- 
taking parlor, 1710 North Grand 
boulevard, when the procession left 
for the church at 9 o’clock. More 
than 6000 had filed past the bronze 
casket since noon Sunday. 

In front as the funeral proces- 
sion moved slowly away, were 
motorcycle policemen. The first 
car contained the pallbearers, cho- 
sen from the rank and file of the 
department instead of from the of- 
ficers. There was a Lieutenant, 
who had been Capt. Nally’s closest 
friend for many years, two Ser- 
geants and three patrolmen. 

Next was the hearse. Capt. Nally 
was in uniform, save for the white- 
topped gold-braided cap that had 
rested on top of the casket while 
the body was lying In state. 

The first car behind the hearse 
contained five relatives of the 
bachelor officer; his sister, Mrs. 
Delia Nally Bell, New York police- 
woman; her son, Richard Nally 
Bell, St. Louis automobile  sales- 
man; Mrs. Mary Nally, 3530 Page 
boulevard, widow of a brother of 
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the Captain, and her two grown 
children, John and Miss De Chan- 
tal Nally.

Next to this outbreak he ranked 
an epidemic in Spokane, Wash., in 
which 19 patients died in the three 
years, 1919-21. This was about a 
fourth of the cases there, while, he 
pointed out, the death rate here 
stands at less than one-tenth of the 
cases. 

Death at Warrensburg. 


Dr. Leake said it was impossible 
to determine whether the death of 
Mrs. James E. Rutherford of Mars 
Hill, N. C., yesterday at Warrens- 
burg, Mo., could be attributed to 
possible contact here about Aug. 1, 
when she passed through St. Louis 
by bus. He explained that sporadic 
cases, with no-epidemic aspect, can 
be found in many communities. 
Warrensburg physicians doubted 
Mrs. Rutherford’s death was con- 
nected with the outbreak here.

“At the yards the hogs will be 
weighed under supervision of a 
Government inspector, who will see 
that no fmt eae included, and 
that the hogs "meet the other spec- 
ifications. They will 
turned over to the packers who 
have contracted with the Govern- 
ment to slaughter the hogs.” 

Vigilance will be maintained to 
see that’ speculators do not mix 
very light and very heavy pigs to 
obtain a favorable average. Pigs 
in each lot must not vary more 
than 30 pounds in weight. 

The big deal is aimed at pigs of 
from 25 to 100 pounds and sows 
weighing at least 275 pounds. The 
South will receive $3 less a hun- 
dredweight for its range stock than 
will be paid for the Midwest’s corn 
fed stock. 

Differentials Announced. 

Farm administrators announced 
differentials in prices to be paid 
farmers for pigs weighing from 25 
to 100 pounds. The full premiume 
ranging from $6 to $9.50 a hundred- 
weight will be paid at Chicago, the 
“base” processing point. Prices in 
other areas will be higher or low- 
er, reckoning differences in trans- 
portation and other costs. These 
prices in part follow, with the pro- 
cessing point given first. and the 
differential per 100 pounds next. 

Oklahoma and Texas, minus 60 
cents; interior points in Iowa and 
Minnesota, minus 40 cents; interior 
points in North Dakota, South Da- 
kota, Nebraska, Kansas and West 
Missouri, minus 50 cents; St. Jos- 
eph, Kansas City and other points 
on the Missouri River, minus 40 
cents; interior points in Illinois and 
Wisconsin, minus 20 cents; Indiana, 
Kentucky and Tennessee, minus 10 
cents; Milwaukee, St. Louis and 
National Stock Yards, U. minus 
10 cents. 

Base prices at the Chicago mar- 
ket are: Pigs weighing 25 to 30 
pounds, $9.50 per 100 pounds; 31

The President’s emergency re- 
employment agreement was signed 
today by Receiver Henry W. Kiel 
of the Public Service Co., with cer 
tain reservations, thus bringing the 
street railway system under the 
NRA and qualifying it for its Blue 
Eagle. 

It will mean an increase\in pay- 
roll of about $60,000 a year, Kiel 
said, and will mean the addition 
of some workers. — 

In addition to the increase of 
payroll, Kiel estimated the rise in 
price of materials, purchased by 
the company from concerns operat- 
ing under the NRA will cost the 
company about $120,000 a year. He 
gaid that if increased employment 
resulted, the revenues of the com- 
pany probably would rise suffi- 
ciently to offset the increases. 

The company has 3809 employes 
of whom about 2500 are operators 
of street cars and busses. There 
are about 350 extra trainmen whose 
part-time employment is expected 
to be increased. The addition of 
employes probably will be in the 
general offices and in supervisory 
capacities. 

The reservation in the company’s 
acceptance of the President's re- 
employment agreement reads: “To 
the extent of National Recovery 
Administration consent as  an- 
nounced, we have complied with 
the President’s agreement by com- 
plying with the substituted provi- 
gions of the code submitted for the 
transit industry.” 

The substituted provisions have 
to do mainly with hours. Because 
of the continuous nature of trans- 
portation business and the neces-

Bad Enough in Any Case. 
HE diselosures as to “doping” 
sorses rather shocked turf 
fans without surprising them. 

What turf followers can not 
understand is why, when horses 
win under dope influence one day 
and lose without it a few days 
later, it has failed to attract at- 
tention of the officials. 

Look through the charts of the 
races of a majority of horses and 
you will find within a space of 
their last 10 races some almost 
irreconcilable differences. 

Under approximately. the same 
conditions of track and weight, 
the same horse’s performances 
will vary as much as three sec- 
onds in a three-quarter mile race 
without attracting judicial ad- 
monition. 

There is no doubt that track 
officials could do more to keep 
horses running to form than 
they do. Most of the tricky own- 
ers are well known to the author- 
ities. 

A system of track espionage 
could be maintained at small cost, 
which would protect those who 
go to race tracks credulously be- 
lieving that everything is “jake” 
and that weight, time and track 
condition are “form,” a sound 
basis for picking a winner.

HE officials at most tracks 
however are confronted by the 
fact that there are really plenty 
of legitimate reasons why a good 
horse may lose to an inferior one, 
or not run up to his last race in 
and specific instances.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22. — The 
Farm Administration's second milk 
marketing agreement — that for 
Philadelphia—was signed by Secre- 
a of Agriculture Wallace yester- 

y. 

The first was for Chicago. In 
the Philadelphia pact, which goes 
into effect at midnight Thursday, 
an attempt was made to avoid pro- 
visions that caused a court chal- 
lenge of the Chica eement be- 
fore it could go into’ effect. 

Clauses were written into the 
Philadelphia agreement which pro- 
vide that cash and carry retail dis- 
tributors may have prices reduced 
by Secretary Wallace if they prove 
their case at a hearing. 

Independent distributors in the 
Chicago area assailed stipulations 
that set their retail price. The case 
is now pending in the District of 
Columbia Supreme Court. 

The price for Class 1 milk to 
producers in the Philadelphia agree- 
ment is $2.80 for each 100 pounds of 
4 per cent milk delivered at the 
Philadelphia terminal market. hTe 
Farm Administration said the pre- 
vious terminal price was $2.47. 

Customers must pay 11 cents per 
quart for standard B grade milk 
either at stores or by wagon deliv- 
eries, with one cent discount to ap- 
proved relief agencies and to 
schools. 

Increase to Consumer. 

This, the Farm Administrator 
said, is an increase of one cent to 
the consumer. 

The area affected by*the agree- 
ment includes farms that produce 
milk and cream for the sales area 
comprising Philadelphia and sub- 
urbs and adjacent ‘towns in 24 
counties. of Pennsylvania, eight 
counties in New JerSey, 11 counties 
of Maryland, three counties in Del- 


aware and two counties in West | 


Virginia. It affects approximately 
one per cent of the total sales of 
fluid milk in the country. 

In preparation for a nation-wide 
milk production control plan, rep- 
presentatives of dairymcn’s organi- 
zations talked with Farm Adminis— 
tration officials about competing 
imports and what should be done 
about them. 

The milk men and a spokesman 
for cottonseed oil manufacturers 
suggested three plans, or a combi- 
nation of the trio. They were: 

A voluntary agreement by domes- 
tic manufacturers of oi] and fat to 
use only domestic products until 
prices improve; an emVargo or 
higher duty on foreign fats and oil; 
and a comprehensive tax on prod- 
ucts which compete with butter fat 
if a processing tax is levied on the 
latter. 

T. 8S. Kenan of the Atlanta Cot- 
ton Oil Co., said if importation of 
coconut oil and copra from the 
Philippines were allowed to con- 
tinue\the islands should be put un- 
der the “Blue Eagle” so labor costs 
would not give producers there an 
unfair advantage. 

In reply, John B. Gordon, repre- 
senting the American vegetable oil 
industries, said the proposal to bar 
inedible fats and oils or curtail 
their use would not help the dairy- 
man. 

A. M. Davis of the oleomargarine 
council, said he did not believe limi- 
tation of coconut oil-or copra would 
help the butter or milk industries. 
He said oleomargarine manufac- 
turers had attempted to make their 
product from cottonseed oil but 
that the product was inferior. 

A. K. Fisher, president of the In- 
stitute of Oleomargarine Manufac- 
turers, said he favored the use of 
domestic products until the emerg- 
ency had passed.

FRANCE, ENGLAND 
TOTAKE EXPORTS 


Immediate Lifting of Re- 
strictions on Trade Re- 
ported in Paris—lItaly 
May Join in Policy.

PARIS, Aug. 22.—Immediate aid 
to Austria by lifting the restrictions 
against Austrian exports is being 
arranged by France and England 
and probably by Italy, it was learned 
on high authority today. 

France proposes to remove or 
readjust quotas on Austrian goods, 
pending consideration of economic 
reorganization of Austria and Hun- 
gary and the Little Entente na- 
tions, Czecho-Slovakia, Yugo-Slavia 
and Rumania. The French plan, of- 
ficials said, contemplates prompt 
aid as essential to remedy Austria’s 
grave economic situation, and it is 
thought here that Italy and En- 
gland take the same view. 

Meantime, German threats are to 
be met by authorizing Austria to 
increase its armed forces by 8000 
men to the treaty figure of 30,000. 
Th.se new men will be used as 
gendarmes to guard the frontiers 
against the activities of German Na- 
tional Socialists. 

Austria has, or will soon get, the 
proceeds of a loan of 300,000,000 
schillings (about $47,400,000) from 
the League of Nations, but the 
French consider this credit useless 
unless Austrian economic condi- 
tions are improved by facilitating 
Austrian trade abroad.

Mussolini Continues High 
Duties and Fixed Percent- 
age of Native Grain in 
Duties. 


By the associated Press. 

ROME, Aug. 22.—High import du- 
ties and other emergency measures 
will be continued as part of the 
Government’s program to maintain 
a sound internal wheat market, Pre- 
mier Mussolini has announced. 

‘The program as outlined recently 
to the Permanent Committee of 
Wheat Control is based on the fol- 
rene, four points: 

1. Sufficiently high duties to 
keep imported wheat from em- 
barrassing the market. 

2. Continuation of the policy of 
obliging millers to use a fixed 
percentage of native wheat in 
mixing flour. 

3. Ample credit arrangements 
for farmers to permit collective 
storage of wheat stocks. 

4. Co-ordination of efforts by 
interested organizations to regu- 
late the flow of the stocks into 
the market. . 

The percentage of domestic wheat 
that millers will be instructed to 
use will be fixed at a “very high 
figure,” the Premier declared. Ur 
til now they have been obliged to 
use 95 per cent just after the har- 
vests. The percentage then has 
been gradually scaled down as. the 
stocks of native grain became de- 
pleted. 

Minister of Agriculture Giacomo 
Acerbo reported that imports since 
July 1, 1932, had scarcely totaled 
330,000 tons, not all of which had 
been used. 


Importers’ Agreement Awaited at 
London Conference. 

LONDON, Aug. 22.—Delegates 
from 29 countries to a world wheat 
conference conducted informal 
conversations today while represen- 
tatives of wheat importing nations 
awaited word from their Govern- 
ments regarding a suggested im- 
porters’ agreement. 


This proposal was drawn up by 


the leading producers as an outline 
of what is expected of importers if 
exporters are to act to control pro- 
duction and regulate shipments in 
an effort to raise prices of the 
cereal. 

Spokesmen for exporting nations 
have reached a measure of agree- 
ment among themselves but seek as 
a condition the co-operation of the 
others. . 

Many delegates were cheered by 
the assertion of Frederick E. Mur- 
phy of Minneapolis, an American 
delegate, that the United States 
would not dump its surplus on for- 
eign markets if no agreement were 
forthcoming. He maintained that 
his country would try to maintain 
orderly prices.

This time, at least, the journals of opinion have 
spoken too soon. Certain it is that the events of the 
past week do not justify their strictures. Dr. Leo 
Wolman, temporarily serving as chairman of the 
National Labor Board, has settled a strike of 14,000 
hosiery workers at Reading, Pa., and a strike of 9000 
shirt workers at Pottsville, Pa., each under terms 
which will permit thesé laborers to join national 
unions, if they freely vote to do so. 

In New York, Grover Whalen has settled a strike 
of 60,000 workers in the dress industry with an 
agreement which eliminates the sweat shop and com- 
mits all the employers in the field to deal directly 
with the International Ladies’ Garment Workers 
Union.. Howard Colvin, another NRA arbitrator, has 
induced 15,000 strikers in the Pennsylvania coal fields 
to go back to work pending a code adjustment. 

Meanwhile, Donald Richberg has flatly informed 
the automobile industry that the administration will 
accept no qualification of the collective bargaining 
guarantee of the Recovery Act. And the President 
himself is understood to have warned the warring 
factions in the bituminous coal indastry that they 
must drop the qualifying clause from their code if 
it is to be accepted. 

- These developments, of course, do not close the 
matter, The non-union coal operators have already 
indicated, their intention of standing by their open- 
shop code. The automobile manufacturers may take 
similar action. The President has co-operated with 
Gen. Johnson in reaching ‘agreement with the steel 
industry upon a 90-day trial code, in which, presum- 
ably, the company union is abrogated. The remain- 
ing codes will not be permitted to hang fire much 
longer. Hither the employers will capitulate or the 
President will prescribe for them codes which will 
include in their provisions unqualified re¢ognition of 
the right of collective bargaining. He has the power 
to do this, and there can be no question that he will 
use it. 

Employers, on the other hand, have continued to 
oppose independent organization; have attempted to 
set up unions of their own. It was such a program, 


carried out by the H. C. Frick Coke Co., a subsidiary 


of the United States Steel Corporation, which pre- 
cipitated the strike of 15,000 soft coal miners in Penn- 
sylvania. Elsewhere, employers operating under codes 
have been accused of violating their provisions. It 
was in protest against the introduction of the stretch- 
out that workers walked out of the newly-codified 
textile mills of North Carolina. 

The NRA, clearly, could not permit widespread in- 
dustrial warfare to endanger the whole movement 
for recovery. So it acted, promptly and effectively. 
The coal miners were persuaded to return to work 
pending the settlement of the problem of representa- 
tion in the bituminous code. A national board of 
arbitration was created, under the chairmanship of 
Senator Wagner, for the adjudication of other dif- 
ferences. The textile code was amended to provide 
a permanent mechanism for the settlement of dis- 
putes, including plant worker and employer commit- 
tees, state committees and a Cotton Textiles National 
Industrial Relations Board, which is to serve as a 
court of final appeal. And, finally, the President and 
the advisory committees of the NRA made a public 
plea for the preservation of industrial peace. 

This action has been severély criticised by the lib- 
eral weeklies... They do not believe that the admin- 
istration should have asked the laborers to return 
to work until it had definitely committed itself 
against the company union. They do not believe 
that the right to strike should be surrendered in 


-response to a patriotic appeal, as long as there re- 


maing any uncertainty as to where the Government 
stands in the labor struggle. It is their view that the 
administration has too long attempted to maintain a 
position of benevolent neutrality. This policy, says 
the New Republic, “has alarmed the workers and has 
reassured Tory employers.” It means, says the Na- 
tion, “that the collective bargaining clause of the 
Recovery Act was an empty gesture.” 

The seventh section of NIRA guarantees to em- 
ployes “the right to organize and bargain collec- 
tively through representatives of their own choos- 
ing.” The meaning of these words is perfectly plain. 
National labor organizers must not be excluded from 
industrial communities. Organization meetings must

otn company unions. They must not be forbidden 
to join any union, local or international, radical or 
conservative, which. they care. to join. They. must 
not be dismissed for union membership. And when 
they send the represefttative of their organization to.

It was scarcely to be expected that its policy would 


dustrial leadership which has so long and so bitterly 
resisted effective labor representation. It waa not 


another attempted to tircumvent it. Steel undertook 
to substitute for the independent union the more 
tractable company union. The code proposed by the 
automobile manufacturers. gives them the power to 
“sontinue the open shop policy under which the 
aelection, retention and adyancement'of employes will 
be on the basis of individual merit, without regard 
to their affiliation or non-affiliation with any labor 
or other organization.” The non-union coal operators 
have proposed that “no employer shall be required to 
deal jointly with other employers or with represen- 
tatives of any employes other than his own.” So in- 
dustry has attempted to rewrite the law. 

This conflict in purpose between the employer and 
the state has provoked widespread unrest in the 
ranks of labor. It has seemed to the worker that, in 
attempting to organize, he is carrying out the plain 
intent of the Recovery Act. He has felt that the em- 
ployer who has opposed this attempt is not only in- 
imical to labor's interests, but is unpatriofic as well. 
Failure to abide by the law would be unthinkable. 
The bituminous coal field is an example in point. 
The feudal organization of the bituminous coal 
towns of Pennsylvania has long been productive of 
industrial disorder. Now it threatens to defeat the 
purpose of any code which may be adopted for coal 
under the provisions of the Recovery Act. 

Workers live in company houses. Operators may 
take their higher minimum wages away from them 
by raising rents. They may deduct current and un- 
paid back rents from pay checks, leaving the workers 
little or nothing in cash. Workers buy their goods at 
company stores. Operators may increase prices here. 
They may deduct both present and accumulated store 
bills from the workers’ pay envelopes. Such action 
will prevent the code from accomplishing its purpose 
of increasing labor purchasing power and thereby 
stimulating consumer demand. 

The company towns are dominated by company 
police. They exclude outsiders. They forbid public 
meetings. Workers who join the union need not be 
fired from their jobs. They can merely be evicted 
from theirs homes, refused supplies at the company 
store, spied upon, threatened and abused by the 
company police, until they depart from the commu- 
nity. It is fantastic, under such conditions, to talk 
about the right of workers “to organize and bargain 
collectively, through representatives of their own 
choosing.” 

Sixteen civic organizations of Western Pennsyl- 
vania, at the hearing on the bituminous code, peti- 
tioned the NRA to meet this situation by eliminating 
the company store, the company house and the com- 
pany police; to secure a moratorium on past debts 
for rents and food, with a provision for gradual re- 
payment; to insist that wages be paid in cash; and 
to take steps to secure municipal freedom for the 
company towns. These provisions could be written 
into the coal code. Failing this, they could be ap- 
pended to it in additional stipulations made on the 


authority of the President. Unless someth of the 
sort is done, there is gra anger t the bitu- 
minous code will have little mean n this area. 


Fifteen thousand coal miners have gone back to 
work in response to an appeal to support the President 
in his drive for recovery. Implicit in this plea was the 
promise that the administration would safeguard the 
workers’ right to independent and effective represen- 
tation. To accept a code which provided for a com- 
pany union set-up or one which qualified in any 
way the right of collective action would be a breach 
of faith. It would forfeit the support of labor in the 
whole recovery program. This is a risk which the 


President need not and, we are confident, will not take. 
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WHAT ABOUT IT, GOVERNOR? 


We call Gov. Park’s attention to what our neigh- 
bor State, Illinois, is doing to co-operate with the 
Federal public works program. Gov. Horner an- 
nounces Illinois will seek approval of projects total- 
ing $100,000,000. He has put the State’s Unemploy- 
ment Commission to work to select projects of great- 
est merit, and so quickly is the task going forward 
that the Governor predicts Illinois will be among the 
first to launch public works construction under the 
NIRA. 

An earnest effort is being made to make public 
works construction state-wide, and the list of projects 
includes 95 down-state cities and districts. Many 
of the projects are in such form that work can be 
started as soon as Federal approval is granted, in 
accordance with President Roosevelt's warning that 
the country must not experience another winter like 
the last one, First consideration is being given to 
construction tending to improve public health, such 
as water and sewer systems. 

Missouri is entitled to from $60,000,000 to $80,- 
000,000 of Federal funds for public works, but Gov. 
Park has failed so far to take action. All he has 
done is to appoint a public works committee and; if 
that committee has made a report, it has not been 
published. Long before now, the State administration 
should have been canvassing Missouri counties, towns 
and cities to discover their public works needs, and 
gathering them into one great State program to sub- 
mit to Secretary Ickes and President Roosevelt. 

Only one more month of summer remains and, if 
Missouri hopes to relieve unemployment by public 
works before winter sets in, we shall have to have 
fast and aggressive action. What about it, Gov. Park?

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IN MEMORY OF SACCO AND VANZETTI. 


Six yegrs ago today the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts took the lives of Nicola Sacco and Bartolo- 
meo Vanzetti. Many persons distinguished in the 
law held they had not been fairly convicted of the 
murders with which they were charged. This was 
the view of the Post-Dispatch. Today, the Vanguard 
Press published a book called “The Untried Case,” 
by Herbert B. Ehrmann, one of the legal defenders 
of Sacco and Vanzetti, which not only holds the ex- 
ecuted pair innocent of the South Braintree killings, 
but attributes the misdeeds to members of a notori- 
ous gang of robbers. Time has not yet cleared the 
memories of these men, but such a revelation is well 
within time’s province. : : 

In Alabama, the Scottsboro boys are still behind 
the bars, despite the collapse of the case against them. 
In Southern Illinois five youths are under conviction 
for a murder, in the war betweeh the mine unions, 
which grew out of the inexcusable practice of giving 
one. side authority against the other. In St. Louis, 
Peaceful picketing has been characterized as a peace 
disturbance and pickets convicted.in police court. We 
cannot bring back the lives of Sacco and Vanzetti, but 
we can observe the anniversary of that dark August 
day by reminding ourselves that the price of justice, 
like the price of liberty, is eternal vigilance. 
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Say what you will about him, but that State Treas- 
urer of Kansas who let a chap take $150,000 of bonds 
out into the beguiling moonlight was certainly an 
accommodating chap. ante ne —

Housecleaning in Wall Street 


Fear of Federal regulation has caused New York Stock Exchange to begin setting its 
house in order; one reform will abolish go-getting, playboy type of customers’ man; 
“shoestring” speculator to be kept out by new margin requirements; disclosures by 
Senate inquiry and campaign pledges by Roosevelt make “big board” tremble, 
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From the Business Week. 


EFORMS in trading adopted by the 

New York Stock Exchange are frankly 

honest efforts to clean up practices 
which fed the ire of the pyblic and its of- 
ficials. Shoestring operators, who squeal 
loudest when caught, are barred by a drastic 
increase in. margin requirements; the nui- 
sance of high-pressure and low-cost cus- 
tomers’ men is curbed; pool and syndicate 
operators must disclose their intentions; the 
spraying of promiscuous call money into 
security trading is curtailed. 

These moves spotlight major problems of 
the exchange. A minor irritant is possibil- 
ity of a new State tax. The genial tribe of 
Tammany, which has long used New York 
City as a happy hunting ground, was forced 
to ask for a special] legislative session which 
would allow it to assess new taxe#. The 
roving eye of the harried sachems lit on 
Wall street as a victim whose cries would 
be generally enjoyed. A heavy stock trans- 
fer tax was suggested. Wall Street’s retort 
was characteristic. Unofficially it revived 
an old threat—that of moving the Stock 
Exchange out of the State. cOnce there was 
even talk of flight to Montreal.)

Brokers grinned as the rumor distrib- 
uters passed the word along. They chuckled 
outright when New Jersey and Delaware 
took the report seriously and offered the 
exchange sanctuary. However, the sagacious 
gentlemen who run the exchange want no 
argument with constituted authority. Its 
little brother, the Curb Exchange, recently 
announced reforms resulting from an in- 
vestigation by the State’s Attorney-General.

#is possible. The truly terrifying prospect is 
Federal control, under laws enacted by a 
Congress that is still plenty mad over the 
goings-on of 1929. Hopping over state lines 
would be no escape from this. 

In a campaign speech, Mr. Roosevelt de- 
clared that the stock exchange must be 
brought under Federal regulation. He has 
shown an embarrassing tenacity to pledges. 
The next Congress will have time to act on 
control of stock and commodity exchanges. 

Recent high-jinks strengthened the view, 
already strongly held in Washington, that 
such legislation would be pressed. By then 
‘the Senate Curren¢y and Banking Commit- 
tee should have digested its investigations. 
No one will be surprised if its report rec 
ommends Federal control. (It is doubtful 
whether speculation could now be restrained 
under NIRA, even if the licensing power 
were invoked.

Ambassador Welles

F the United States Government has ¢» 

caped the costly burden of military inter- 
vention in Cuba by reason of the resigna- 
tion of President Machado and the succes- 
sion of an acting President, the intelligently 
persuasive and discreet diplomacy of the 
American Ambassador, Sumner Welles, 
must be awarded a large share of the cred- 
it. He was sent to Havana as Ambassador 
in April to deal especially with the crisis 
which has finally culmfhated. His success 
seéms to have been as complete as it has 
been dramatic. . 

Mr. Welles had been made an Assistant 
Secretary of State in the present admin- 
istration, when he was suddenly transferred 
to Cuba. The President has made no more 
fortunate selection of an official adviser 
and representative than this middle-aged 
product of the diplomatic service. 

After graduating from Harvard in 1904, 
Mr. Welles became attached to several 
Latin American legations and embassies, in 
1921 rising to the post of chief of the Latin 


American division of the State Departmen 


at Washington. In 1922, he became Min- 
ister to the Dominican Republic, and was 
instrumental in formulating the plan for 
ending the American intervention. 

In 1924, President Coolidge sent him to 
Honduras to médiate between contending 
factions in a civil war; and in the same 
year he served as the United States dele 
gate at the Central American conference. 
The cause of his retirement from the dip 
lomatic service is obscure, but his boyhood 
friendship with Franklin Roosevelt happily 
brought him back to public life. 

Mr. Welles’ success thus far in Cubs 
seems based mainly on the confidence hé¢ 
has inspired in all factions. To this val- 
uable quality his Latin American exper! 
ence and training have obviously contrib 
uted. He also understands thoroughly the 
economic problems of Latin America, of 
Cuba in. particular.

SO THIS IS SCIENCE! 
By DR. JOSEPH FORT NEWTON 


REPORT of a meeting of 
men of science today reads 


like a chapter from Alice 


in Wonderland; only“more so. 
No set of theologians could 
tell such tales and get away 
with it. But it is the fashion 


to swallow science whole, and 


we do it on faith, too! 

Who said that the age of 
faith is long gone by? Today 
it is laid down as basic that 


nothing is certain but uncer- 


tainty—by science, too! Only 
a few years ago we were told 
that science is all fact, and re- 
ligion all faith, but today that 
is upset and out of date. 

Facts are flying things, it 
seems, and it is hard to put 
salt on their tails. Even solid 
matter has melted into whirl- 
ing energy, and the materialist 
is up in the air. Literally so, 
because he had nothing to 
stand on. He must be an elec- 
trician, not nothing at all! 

But, stranger still, Pieron 
tells us that life is not real; it 
is merely dreamed. But that is 
old stuff. Plato said it ages 
ago under the blue skies of 
Greece, And before his time the 
Hindu dogma of Maya—illu- 


sion—held sway. Did not 
Shakespeare say that we are 
such stuff as dreams are made 
of? Socrates thought so, too. 
After all, maybe those old 
thinkers were not such fools 
as smart folk think! Even 
science shows that they hit the 
mark. Bohr, an authority on 
the atom, recently discovered 
“the inherent duality of things” 
and that the universe is a kind 
of-Jekyll-Hyde affair. So the 
thinkers of India thought, and 
set it down in their great epic.

Negatively, you now know that 

First. Though having a biddable 
spade suit and also support for a 
heart suit which you have not been 
able to rebid, he was not strong 
enough to make an immediate first- 
round forcing three-heart leeway 
raise. 

Second. Though he knew on the 
second round that yours was a de- 
fensive type of hand containing at 
least three primary tricks, he could 
not give you a second-round force 
by bidding three hearts for you 
over your no-trump rebid. That is 
to say, the responding hand, though 
fully informed about the type of 
your hand, was not, strong enough 
to assure you that game must be 
bid for. He has really only shown 
a preference between signoffs; he 
feels the hand will be safer or eas- 
ier to play in two hearts than in 
one no trump. Necessarily, there- 
fore, the next decision is dependent 
almost entirely on your own hand. 
Should You Not Seek Any Further 
Co-operation From Your Partner? 

I think you know my theories 
well enough by now to feel sure 
that I would never advise you to 
dispense with your partner’s co-op- 
eration if you still need from him 
something more than his bidding 
appears to have shown up to this 
point. However, you must bear in 
mind that if you do ask a further 
decision from him, it is likely to be 
of the hair-line species. It fs bound 
to be a very tough problem for him. 
Therefore, you should relieve him 
from the perplexity of a further 
decision if you reasonably can do 
so. Bid immediately for game if 
you can now see a fair chance of 
making it. A jump raise to three 
no trumps or four hearts (over his 
bid of two hearts) is of course no 
kind of slam signal after his mini- 
mum responses and your signoff 
in the form of one no trump on the 
first round. It is logically and 
technically a “straintaker” and 
nothing more, after the preceding 
bidding sequence. 

Illustrative Hands. ,
